Councillor suspended as 
school fee claims probed 



A senior Labour councillor, who wishes to 
remain anonymous, said they would be 
‘disgusted’ and ‘appalled’ if the allegations 
turned out to be true. 

This newspaper contacted Cllr Malik but she 
did not wish to give a comment. 
The senior councillor added: 
“If this does turn out to be 
true, we are all disgusted 
and appalled and on behalf 
of all the hard working 
councillors who give up so 
much of their time for no 
reward and behave with 
integrity. 

“I apologise to the pub¬ 
lic that this appears to 
have happened, or has 
been done by one of 
our councillors. 

“We hope it’s not 
true but it’s under 
investiga¬ 
tion. 


“However, if it is true, that’s what we want to 
say.” 

Cllr Malik was first elected for the Challney 
ward in 2007. She has been on the executive 
committee since May 2013 and is responsible 
for the social justice policy area, which 
includes community cohesion and commu¬ 
nity consultation. 

All of the town’s councillors receive a basic 
yearly allowance of £7,000, with varying 
additional sums being given to those with a 
‘special responsibility’ such as chairing com¬ 
mittees or being part of the executive. 

There is also a ‘dependant carers’ allowance’ 
which permits councillors to claim up to £7 
an hour for childcare when they are carrying 
out council related duties. They can claim up 
to £20 an hour but only in ‘exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances’ and if it is approved by the coun¬ 
cil’s head of policy and performance. 

A local Labour Party spokesman said: 
“Allegations regarding council childcare 
claims made by Councillor Khtija Malik are 
being investigated by the council’s standards 
committee. 

“While the investigation is in progress, Cllr 
Malik has been suspended from the Labour 

Party and as a candidate in the forthcoming 

council elections.” 

Luton council has said it will not com¬ 
ment on the investigation as this could 
unfairly influence public perception’. 
In a statement, a spokesman for the 
council said: “Any matter referred by 
an individual to the standards com¬ 
mittee is confidential. 

“On receipt of a complaint, the 
usual process is for the standards 
committee to meet and consider 
whether an investigation will take 
place. 

“The council would not comment 
on anything before this meeting as it 
could unfairly influence public perception.”

A SENIOR Labour councillor has been 
suspended by the party over alleged 
irregularities in her expenses claims. 

Khtija Malik, who represents the 
Challney ward and sits on the execu¬ 
tive committee, is alleged to have 
claimed irregular expenses related 
to childcare at a private school.

CAB DRIVER STRIKE: 
‘We need action to 
save suffering trade’ 

UNHAPPY private hire drivers who are accus¬ 
ing the council of breaking its promises will 
gather for strike action outside the Town Hall 
in less than a fortnight. 

Mushtaq Ahmed, chairman of the Luton 
Borough Drivers’ Union, said there will be an 
all day strike on Wednesday, April 15, 
because of working conditions he said are 
damaging their trade. 

The union has been in discussion with 
Luton Borough Council over a number of 
issues, including access to bus lanes, per¬ 
mission to have manufactured tinted win¬ 
dows and five minutes ‘grace’ when stopping 
in the town centre. 

The council said its ‘primary concern is 
public safety’, but added that it would ‘con¬ 
tinue to engage with the union and other 
drivers and operators’. 

Mr Ahmed said: “The issues are the same. 
They made promises that they are going to 
sort the issues out and they haven’t. 

“They said they would give us access to bus 
lanes. Also, the vehicles we use have tinted 
windows. 

“They will not allow us to have them but 
they come as standard with the car and get¬ 
ting them changed costs nearly £1,000.” 

A council spokeswoman said the drivers 
had a ‘responsibility to run a safe business’ 
and that it was the ‘council’s responsibility to 
regulate it’.

Time is running 
plug our town’s

‘EXHAUSTING' and ‘stressful' 
workloads are among the 
reasons many GPs are retiring 
early and leaving gaps in the 
supply of care, a leading medical 
figure in the region has said. 

Dr Peter Graves, chief executive 
of the Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire Local Medical 
Committee, said current work¬ 
ing conditions were ‘turning 
people away’ and making it dif¬ 
ficult for local surgeries to fill 
vacancies. 

Figures published by the Royal 
College of General Practitioners 
(RCGP) in February this year 
showed that the NHS 
Bedfordshire Clinical 

Commissioning Group (BCCG) 
needs 36 per cent more GPs by 
2020 (rising from 238 to 324), 


while neighbouring Luton CCG 
needs 56 per cent more (from 102 
to 160). 

The RCGP said the increase was 
caused by a growth in popula¬ 
tion and a lack of doctors. 

Dr Graves, whose organisation 
supports more than 1,300 GPs, 
said: “We recently carried out a 
survey of GPs throughout 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire, 
and discovered that 30 per cent 
of our practices have been hold¬ 
ing a GP vacancy for six months 
and 28 per cent for a nurse. 

“We do not see any sign that it 
will improve over the next two or 
three years and I do think it will 
get worse.” 

Dr Mary Hawking, a retired GP 
from Dunstable with 36 years of 
experience, said the shortage of 
GPs will be made worse if local 
councils did not make medical 
provision a key part of new hous- 


out to

ing developments. Referring to 
the current planning battle 
between Central Bedfordshire 
and Luton councils, she said: “If 
Bedfordshire has to take on a lot 
of the excess and employment 
needs from Luton because it’s a 
smaller geographical area, then 
the need for an increased num¬ 
ber of surgeries and personnel is 
going to be greater than the plan¬ 
ning strategy originally pub¬ 
lished [by Central Beds].” 

She added: “The general failure 
to fill GP training posts is going 
to be a future problem because 
around 25 per cent of the GP 
workforce is 65 or older. 

“They could take early retire¬ 
ment because they are under the 
old pension contract, but even if 
they do not take early retirement, 
when you have the workforce 
skewed that much, what do you

POLICE and Crime Commissioner 
Oily Martins is spending thou¬ 
sands of pounds on promotional 
materials relating to the upcom¬ 
ing referendum on whether to 
increase police funding.

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Fears road plans 
will be ‘damaging’

A COUNCILLOR has expressed concern over 
proposals which could cause ‘permanent and 
irreparable damage’ to the Bedfordshire 
countryside. 

The framework plan for the land north of 
Luton and Sundon Rail Freight Interchange 
(RFI), adopted at a meeting of Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s (CBC) executive, will 
help lead to the delivery of a new link between 
junction 11 of the Ml and the A6, cutting 
through The Chilterns. 

Michael Stonnell, chairman of Sundon 
Parish Council and vice chairman of the 
Bedfordshire branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, said: “There will 
definitely be an impact on the greenbelt, but 
more importantly there will be a detrimental 
impact on the Chilterns as a whole. 

“The plan will see a new road pass through 
the Chilterns Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB) and will have a permanent and 
irreparable impact on the area, scarring the 
landscape.” 

CBC maintain that they will do 
everything they can to protect the AONB. 

Mr Stonnell added: “In planning terms, I 
don’t feel we’ve had a proper opportunity to 
speak out in opposition to the road. 


“I know people who attended consultation 
meetings on the framework plan and it was 
said that the road would not be open for con¬ 
sultation. 

“I feel there are better options for the road, 
which will cause less damage to the area.” 

The plan will see up to 4,000 homes being 
built, including 30 per cent affordable hous¬ 
ing, commercial developments, new schools, 
accessible open space, and sports and leisure 
facilities. 

It will also provide a number of cycling and 
walking routes. 

The land adjacent to Sundon Quarry, known 
as Sundon Rail Freight Interchange (RFI), will 
deliver a new sub-regional RFI to transfer 
goods to and from the rail and road network. 

The strategic sites will together create 
around 3,000 new jobs. 

lason Longhurst, Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s director for regeneration and busi¬ 
ness, said: “This represents positive planning 
in which we have engaged proactively with 
partners and the public throughout the pro¬ 
cess. 

“The plan will deliver two of the council’s 
priorities; to enhance the local community by 
creating jobs, managing growth, protecting 
our countryside and enabling businesses to 
grow; while also offering better infrastructure 
with improved roads.”

Man who lied about 
having AIDS is jailed

A MAN who tried to steal a bike and then 
assaulted two police officers, telling them he 
had AIDS, has been jailed for 15 months. 

Samuel Boyd, 31, of Dunstable Place, Luton, 
was jailed after admitting a charge of burglary, 
racially aggravated actual bodily harm and 
racially aggravated common assault. 

Luton Crown Court heard how, just after 1pm 
on July 9 last year, a woman was in her home in 
Hitchin Road, Luton, watching television. 

David Jenkins, prosecuting, said she heard a 
noise from the kitchen and went there to find 
Boyd, who she does not know, taking a bike out 
of the property and into the rear garden. 

She was able to grab the bike’s wheel, pre¬ 
venting Boyd from taking it, and he was subse¬ 
quently arrested, charged and bailed. 

The court then heard how, on January 19 this 
year, police were called to Dunstable Place 
after Boyd, who was drunk, had gone into a 
neighbouring house and was refusing to leave. 

Police found him drinking and threatening 
the occupant. He was handcuffed and removed 
from the flat but became abusive outside. 

He struggled with the officers and bit one of 
them on his upper arm and the other suffered 
a cut to his hand. 

He then screamed and said: T’ve got AIDS. 
I’m going to ruin your lives and your missus.’ 

Both officers had to undergo tests for 
Hepatitis B and HIV, and received medication. 

The prosecutor said they had experienced 
stress as they waited for the results to come 
through which showed they were clear. 


Right up your street 

What is the 
origin of all 
the Saints? 


THE latest instalment in HOWARD 
CHANDLER’S series of how Luton streets 
got their names... 

IT seems appropriate at this time of year to 
look at the 32 ‘Saints’ roads in Luton. But I 
have questions about their origin. Nine of 
them are associated with church buildings, 
and the earliest reference I have is 1905 for 
St Marys Road. In the 1970s I was confirmed 
and married in St Marys but, to my shame, 
took little notice of the oldest and most archi¬ 
tecturally significant building in Luton. 

The other main ‘Saints’ group is in an area 
off Culverhouse Road where nine were named 
in 1930-34. The first was St Margarets 
Avenue in February 1930. In October 1930 
the council rejected St Augustine, St 
Catherine and St Cecilia and suggested that 
‘Saint’ should be omitted. However, St 
Augustine Avenue appeared in 1932 and St 
Catherines Avenue in 1934.1 am told we have 
so many ‘Saints’ roads in this area because a 
local builder, Mr Peck, used the names of his 
children. Can anyone confirm this? Were they 
named Margaret, Monica or James?

Election day: Meet 


WITH the election now just five weeks 
away, it’s time to get to know the 
candidates vying for your vote in MID 
BEDFORDSHIRE and find out what they 
stand for

Should the Spare Room Subsidy/Bedroom Tax be abolished given the impact it has had on the 
residents of Mid Bedfordshire? 


ND: For the small number of single people who 
downsized, some were helped with discretionary 
payments. The real benefit has been in the number 
of children who can now live in a family home as 
opposed to one room. I lived my entire childhood in 
a council house. I understand the concern. CBC are 
committed to building 100 new council homes per 
year and to deliver 400 new affordable homes. 

CP: Yes. The Labour Party has a firm commit¬ 
ment to repeal the Bedroom Tax and I would 
absolutely vote to repeal it. It is a particularly 
regressive Tory and Lib Dem policy, affecting 
half a million households nationally. Two thirds 
of the households affected include a person 
with a disability and the tax also hits 60,000 
carers. In Mid Beds, the waiting list for a one- 
bed makes up a third of those on the social 
housing waiting list. 

LJ: I think this is a spiteful and vindictive piece of 
legislation that has saved very little money. 
However, I am not against tenants being helped to 
downsize if they no longer need so many bedrooms 
and can find suitable alternative accommodation. 
NW: UKIP is committed to scrapping the 


Bedroom Tax because it is unfair and does not 
take account of the needs of families and the 
disabled. 

GE: Yes it should be abolished because it was an 
extraordinarily callous, clumsy and ineffective way 
of addressing the real problem, which is a shortage 
of appropriate social and affordable housing, and 
has probably had a miniscule effect on reducing the 
welfare budget. 

AK: Yes. The SRS is an invidious burden on 
some of the most vulnerable in our society. It’s 
not even workable. Those with an extra room 
can’t move to a smaller property as there is a 
severe shortage of social housing. 

Tl: It’s already expensive being poor. Why should 
families who end up with an extra bedroom be 
penalised further by being forced to seek new work 
or further hours (that may not be available) or move 
out to a smaller property (that may not be available 
close to your work and/or loved ones)? Parents 
with older children have no safety option to offer 
their kids when they move out for the first time - 
you can’t say ‘there’s always a room here if you 
need it’.

What will be the biggest issue facing Mid Beds over the next four years? 


ND: Inappropriate development and the sprawl of 
Milton Keynes has always been an issue. I have 
fought side by side with constituents to fight off 
an incinerator, wind farms, gypsy and traveller 
sites, lap dancing clubs, a football stadium, a 
landfill site and the list goes on. My objective 
would remain to promote tourism and appropriate 
housing, to ensure Mid Beds remains the green 
and pleasant place we all chose to live. 

CP: The cost of living has increased dramati¬ 
cally in the past five years. While wages have 
stagnated, prices on the essentials have rock¬ 
eted. Labour will tackle this cost of living cri¬ 
sis by freezing energy prices, capping rail 
fares, and providing 25 hours free childcare 
for three and four year olds and delivering 
wrap around care for school-age kids. 

LJ: My own view, as a resident of Mid 
Bedfordshire is that the biggest issue we will face 
is dealing with the impact of cuts to services and 
benefits if the Conservatives are returned. I am 
particularly concerned about the impact on those 
with disabilities and vulnerable young people. 

NW: Protecting our green belt against rapa¬ 
cious developers, with associated traffic con¬ 
gestion and parking problems. UKIP will intro¬ 


duce local referendums for new building 
developments and control immigration to 
reduce pressure. 

GE: Like other rural areas Mid Beds is in danger 
of being left behind by the digital revolution and 
new technologies. A lack of jobs and local servic¬ 
es mean people have to travel further afield and 
we then suffer congestion and pollution on our 
roads which are increasingly unsafe for pedestri¬ 
ans and cyclists. What is needed is a greater 
focus on business development based on new 
technologies such as sustainable energy, with 
better public transport, more affordable housing 
and local services. 

AK: More support must be given to the unem¬ 
ployed and lower paid. Zero hours contracts 
must be abolished and companies mustn’t 
just pay the minimum wage but the living 
wage. We need better local transport as well, 
how can an unemployed person without their 
own transport travel to a job interview? Or 
older people get out and about? 

Tl: The added pressures on all facilities with the 
impact of existing cuts (and likely new ones), 
while large sections of the constituency continue 
to evolve into commuter towns.

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How should the provision of gypsy and travel¬ 
ler sites be dealt with in this area? 

ND: A Conservative government will legislate for a 
criminal offence of trespass, create 24/7 magis¬ 
trates’ courts to obtain eviction notices passed 
day or night and the Home Office will toughen 
guidance for police. 

CP: Sites are needed, and there is clear evi¬ 
dence that purpose-built sites with proper 
facilities better serve all parts of the commu¬ 
nity. 

LJ: Central Beds made the mistake of separating 
Gypsy and Traveller provision from the general 
housing provision. What they should have done is 
allocate a small numbers of pitches on the edge 
of any new development. 

NW: Local input through planning referen- 
dums, absolute respect for planning law and 
decisions, tolerance, lawful behaviour and 
mutual respect. 

GE: As a district councillor when this policy was 
being developed I was in favour of the local Tory 
led councils’ strategy to secure small family 
based gypsy and traveller sites. I still believe this 
is the best way. 

AK: The Central Bedfordshire Council G&T 
plan is well thought out and can be seen on 
their website. Hopefully reading it will allay 
fears any constituents may have. 

Tl: Providing legitimate and suitable sites for peo¬ 
ple with such a deep distrust of authority that 
they won’t even co-operate in the relevant consul¬ 
tation is difficult to say the least, but that doesn’t 
mean that we should give up trying. The alterna¬ 
tive usually involves a vast clean-up operation. 


What’s your favourite way to spend a Friday 
night? 

ND: In 2005, when I first became an MP, my 
friends and I realised that due to my commitments 
and hours, my social life was under threat and so 
we formed the ‘Friday night club.’ It removes the 
need for complicated arrangements and ensures I 
keep in touch with my friends and the news!

I can drink more than one glass 
of wine without wondering who is watching and 
we can all have a good laugh.

LJ: Last Friday night - at my son’s studio, for an 
acoustic night with some of the best musical tal¬ 
ent on offer in Bedfordshire! 

NW: My weeks are busy and at weekends I 
watch my sons play football and/or go for 
long walks, so Friday nights are for relaxing, a 
meal with Susan and red wine. 

GE: At home with my wife.... although increasing¬ 
ly I am having to ferry our teenage daughter to 
see her friends who happen to live at the other 
end of the school catchment, a round trip of over 
10 miles. Getting about in Mid Beds is a real issue 
for younger people who value their independence. 
This is another reason for my interest in better 
public transport! 

AK: Thinking tomorrow is Saturday and I can 
have a lie in (but I won’t be thinking that any¬ 
more if I am elected). 

Tl: With a lovely pizza and a dreadful movie.

A SIX-YEAR-OLD girl recovering from sur¬ 
gery for her brain tumour has become the 
new poster girl for a major supermarket. 

Zofeya Dorgu, from Kensworth, is the face of 
Lidl’s campaign to raise £1 million for CLIC 
Sargent, a cancer charity for children and 
young people, in the next three years.

A MOTHER-OF-SIX who 
broke her ankle train¬ 
ing for the London mar¬ 
athon and then survived 
a potentially fatal lung 
blood clot has said she is 
determined to do the 
marathon this year. 

Marissa Bird, 31, from 
Lewsey Farm, is aiming 
to run in the marathon 
on April 26 for Genetic 
Disorders UK, a charity 
which helps individuals 
like her son Brandon 
who has a rare genetic 
disorder. 

In June last year she 
broke her right ankle in 
two places while prepar¬ 
ing for the event and 
needed metal pins 
inserted during surgery. 

Two months after the 
accident she was on a 
recovery programme 
when she suffered a 
more serious and poten¬ 
tially fatal setback. 

She said: “My husband 
and I had decided to take 
the kids out one day. 

“I had been feeling 
unwell but I decided to 
go, but by the time we 


got to the entrance at 
Woburn Safari Park I 
could not move and was 
struggling to breathe, so 
I was rushed to hospital. 

“Unfortunately, the 
rehabilitation work on 
my ankle had dislodged 
a clot in the surgical 
wound and it went to my 
lung. 

“If they had not acted 
as quickly as they did, it 
could have killed me, 
which was really scary.” 

Despite being on medi¬ 
cation for six months 
after being admitted to 
hospital, Marissa has 
said she is ‘determined’ 
to do the marathon for 
her son and raise at least 
£ 2 , 000 . 

She said: “I have not 
been running as much 
because I have to get my 
ankle back to having 
some sort of flexibility. 

“I’m not sure I will be 
able to get the whole 
thing done but for me it’s 
about raising as much as 
possible. 

“Because of my son’s 
condition I’m just deter¬ 
mined to do it. My son is 
my inspiration for want¬ 
ing to do it.”

Three caged for 
drunken attack

A TRIO of young men who 
attacked another man in 
Luton town centre, breaking 
his nose, have been sent to 
prison. 

Michael Ronan, 23, Aston 
Chippendale, 20, and 
Saleban Libane, also 20, had 
been drinking heavily at the 
time and chased after and 
attacked the victim in the 
early hours in George Street. 

Some of the violence was 


caught on CCTV, which was 
played in Luton Crown Court 
when the three pleaded 
guilty to an offence of 
assaulting Khalid Karim on 
Sunday, May 18 last year. 

The victim was kicked in 
the face by Chippendale as 
he lay vulnerable on the 
ground. 

He woke up in hospital with 
a broken nose, which 
required surgery to fix, along 
with a cut to his eye. 

The court then heard police 
were quickly on the scene 


and Chippendale, of Purcell 
Road, Luton, Ronan of Angel 
Close, Luton and Libane, of 
Cricklewood Lane, London 
NW2, were all arrested. 

The judge said it was only 
by luck that Mr Karim had 
not suffered the type of inju¬ 
ry that would have led to 
them being charged with a 
far more serious offence. 

Chippendale will be 
detained in a young offend¬ 
ers institute for 14 months, 
Libane for 12 months and 
Ronan jailed for 12 months.

SOCIAL media - how does it 
affect teenagers and how they 
grow up? 

That was the question local play¬ 
wright Teresa Burns and the Next 
Generation Youth Theatre (NYGT) 
group tackled when they started 
working together last September 
on their new play, Threads.

“Based on that I would go home 
and write things inspired by that, 
so it was developed over a series of 
workshops and even when we did 
the rehearsals, we could see that 
some things were not working. 

“I must say it is the most ambi¬ 


tious thing I have written in terms 
of writing so many story lines. It’s 
really ambitious so we worked 
with a video designer to help us 
change through scenes quickly via 
video. It’s theatre but it feels more 
film like because it’s visual and 
fast-paced. I think what I would 
like the audience to feel is that 


what I’m exploring rings true to 
them and that they would say, ‘oh, 
that’s how I appear on social 
media’. I also really hope they feel 
like they have experienced some¬ 
thing because it’s so visual and 
fast-paced.”

All this week 

LIAM Neeson is, without a doubt, 
one of my favourite actors of all 
time. 

He was sublime as the villain Ra’s 
al Ghul in Batman Begins, and I’ve 
always been a fan of him as former 
CIA operative Bryan Mills in the 
Taken films. 

But following the success of the 
Taken trilogy, it seems Neeson has 
been typecast into the role of bad¬ 
ass middle-aged action hero and 
that’s all we’re going to get. But 
Taken this film is not. 

This time Neeson is the bad guy 
playing former Irish mob enforcer 
Jimmy ‘The Gravedigger’ Conlon 
who is plagued by guilt for the lives 
he has taken and has become a 
friendless drunk, save for his old 
pal and mob boss Shawn Maguire. 

The stage for the ensuing 
violence and bloodshed is set when 
Jimmy’s son Mike (Joel Kinnaman) 
witnesses an act by a dangerous 
gang that threatens to cost him his 
life. Father and son have no choice 
but to go on the run with Shawn’s 
lynchmen in hot pursuit. 

So essentially it’s Liam Neeson 


shooting, stabbing and strangling 
gangsters (and in this case police¬ 
men) while trying to protect his 
child. 

Sound familiar? In all honesty, 
this action flick is an entertaining 
watch - as long as your expecta¬ 
tions aren’t too high. But if you 
head to the cinema thinking it’s 
anything other than Liam Neeson 
defending his family by beating up 


a load of baddies you’ll be disap¬ 
pointed. 

That said there’s plenty of tense 
moments to keep you on the edge of 
your seat. 

Unlike in Taken, it’s becoming 
increasingly hard to believe that 
someone of Neeson’s age, albeit 
only 62, can come up against vil¬ 
lains less than half his age and 
trounce them every time. 


Also hard to swallow is the idea 
that Jimmy, who it appears has 
been a raging alcoholic for years, 
would suddenly be in prime condi¬ 
tion despite the effects the drink 
would have taken on his body - let 
alone the monster hangover he 
should have had from consuming 
so much scotch just hours before.

Nissan Pulsar 

Take a look inside 


Nissan re-enters the family 
hatchback sector with the Pulsar, 
a somewhat conservative alter¬ 
native to its extrovert crossovers 
like the Juke. The engine range is 
limited at present but looks set 
to expand with sportier models 
coming on stream. It’s early days 
yet but the omens appear very 
promising. 

The Pulsar has been fitted with 
an all-turbocharged range of 
engines, as is the current vogue, 
largely carried over from the 
Qashqai range. Petrol buyers 
don’t get a lot of choice as its 
stands with just a downsized 
I 15PS 1.2-litre DIG-T engine 
available, although dealers will 
take orders for the 190PS 1.6-li- 
tre DIG-T that’s proven popular 
in the Juke. Choose diesel, as 
most UK buyers in this class do, 
and you get to select between a 
I I OPS 1.6-litre diesel and, well, 
that’s it. At least Nissan can’t 
stand accused of overcompli¬ 
cating the process of choosing 
engines. 

Nissan hasn’t done anything too 
radical to the styling of the Pulsar. 
It’s almost as if they want to re¬ 
enter the market quietly, appeal¬ 
ing to more conservative buyers 
who couldn’t picture themselves 
behind the wheel of a Juke or 


a Qashqai. The Barcelona-built 
Pulsar features instantly recognis¬ 
able Nissan hallmarks like the 
V-motion grille and boomerang¬ 
shaped lighting signature with 
bold and energetic curves on 
the body side. It features some 
bold surfacing on the flanks 
although there are aspects of the 
rear end that are quite Corolla. 
The Pulsar’s been especially 
engineered for the European 
market, being designed at Nis¬ 
san’s studio in London, with key 
engineering development carried 
out at Nissan’s technical facility in 
Cranfield, Bedfordshire. 

The Nissan Pulsar is, on the 
face of it, a deeply conservative 
and, some might say, rather staid 
entrant into the family hatch 
market. What chance does this 
car stand against the dynamic ex¬ 
cellence of the Ford Focus or the 
design flair of the Peugeot 308? 
Quite a bit actually. The very fact 
that this car has been designed 
in this way speaks of a latent 
demand for a car that’s the very 
antithesis of an extrovert Nissan 
Juke. There’s still a market for 
something that represents good 
value, is incredibly reliable, cheap 
to run, is well-featured and 
which doesn’t draw undue atten¬ 
tion to itself.

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Referee says sorry 
after penalty call 
in Cobblers’ favour

LUTON boss John Still has revealed 
that referee Graham Scott apologised 
for awarding Northampton Town a 
penalty in the Hatters’ 2-1 defeat to the 
Cobblers last Saturday. 

Still’s side were leading 1-0 when full¬ 
back Michael Harriman was adjudged 
to have handled in the box, and Ricky 
Holmes tucked away the resultant spot 
kick past Elliot Justham. 

It was a key turning point in the con¬ 
test and when James Gray won it late on 
for Northampton, Luton had slipped to a 
sixth straight League Two defeat. 

The Hatters have received a string of 
apologies from officials during the cam¬ 
paign - with Still stating earlier in the 
season that he had spoken to the refer¬ 
ees’ secretary about penalty decisions 
not going in his side’s favour. 

While Still doesn’t believe in luck, he 
does think decisions have affected his 
side in recent weeks and is hoping for 
some to go in their favour over the cru¬ 
cial closing weeks of the season. 

“Football is a strange game,” he said. 
“There’s no logic to it and the best teams 
don’t always win, but normally the table 
doesn’t lie. 

“We’re just trying to go through this 
period, I always say I don’t believe in 


luck but a lot of decisions have gone 
against us. 

“Even on Saturday, the referee has 
apologised to us for giving the penalty, 
but he gave it and we can’t change it. We 
might have drawn it or won it if they 
don’t get that goal. 

“We can’t control people getting 
injured, we can’t control referee deci¬ 
sions, we can’t do any of that. 

“We can control how hard we work and 
how much we give, and we’ll carry on 
doing that until the end of the season. I 
hope good fortune favours us now and 
again.” 

Still, whose side lost 3-2 against Exeter 
City on Friday, had targeted 12 points 
from the remaining fixtures to gain a 
play-off spot and wants nothing but 
good feeling around Kenilworth Road. 

“It does turn so it’s got to be positivity 
and not negativity from everyone as far 
as I’m concerned,” he said. 

“I do know that being negative and 
downcast, that’s not the recipe for suc¬ 
cess. 

“They are human and of course they’ll 
get knocked when they are disappoint¬ 
ed, so it’s just trying to keep people 
focused and on track. 

“But the atmosphere in training is first 
class. 

“I think the only way we’ll address this 
is everyone working hard, getting a little 
bit fitter and working hard enough to get 
favourable results.”

LUTON suffered a crucifying defeat to Exeter as a last-gasp 
David Wheeler goal extended their losing run to seven games 
on Good Friday. 

Town took an unlikely two-goal first half lead - with goals 
from Luke Guttridge and Mark Cullen - and an Easter resur¬ 
rection looked on the cards but they completely capitulated. 

A place in the play-offs has rarely seemed less achievable. It 
has been death by a thousand cuts and this one is the deepest 
of all. 

A month ago Luton and Exeter were separated by 14 points 
but now City are level with the Hatters in League Two. Both sit 
outside the top seven but only the Grecians look likely to break 
into that group. 

Luton were handed hope before kick-off when captain Steve 
McNulty recovered from a hamstring problem to take his 
place at the centre of defence, while Andy Drury was omitted 
from the squad altogether and replaced with Guttridge. 

The playmaker had a golden chance to give Luton the lead on 
46 seconds but he poked wide after Paul Benson’s headed 
flick-on. 

It was a good start, matched by an encouraging period of 
possession, but it lasted barely five minutes before the long 


balls began. It was a long road to nowhere. 

It was worrying considering chief executive Gary Sweet had 
written in the match programme about playing the ‘Luton 
way’. The only thing that was evident was the Grecians’ slick, 
penetrating, passing philosophy. 

Town certainly did not need to gift them the ball, but they 
did with regularity. In return they were outclassed and over¬ 
run and needed Elliott Justham to get them out of jail, the 
goalkeeper plucking the ball off the toe of Graham Cummins 
after Alex Nicholls had counter attacked from inside his own 
half and centred. 

But then, against the run of play and in a counter of their 
own, a Guttridge snap-shot took a wicked deflection and nes¬ 
tled into the net. 

It did not deter City and Justham - who has done very little 
wrong in the last two months - was well placed to snatch a 
Jordan Moore-Taylor header out of the sky. 

Despite the continued game-plan of playing the ball into 
spaces with no men, or giving it to men with no space, Luton 
scratched out a second. Where Benson had failed to make the 
most of chasing down a long ball Cullen excelled. The striker 
should have been second best in a foot race with Christian 
Ribeiro but he turned on the afterburners and toe-poked 
beyond keeper James Hamon. 

It was the top scorer’s first strike since the Valentine’s Day 
victory over Carlisle and, in a turn-up for the books, Luton 
went into the half time interval, not only two goals to the good 
but completely underserving of it. Every time the striker had 
netted this season, Luton had not lost, but even that stat is 
gone now. 

The deficit was slashed in half within six minutes of the 


restart when Matt Oakley dinked over the Town backline and 
Ryan Harley smashed a stunning volley beyond Justham. 

Alex Lawless had an almost instant chance to restore some 
breathing room but blazed over after the City defence had 
misjudged an awkward bounce. 

But Luton began sitting dangerously deep, inviting pressure 
and Justham denied the ubiquitous Liam Sercombe with a 
fine diving save and just about saw a Lee Holmes header wide, 
but the nerves were fraying and the pressure was excruciat¬ 
ing. 

Even more so once Exeter brought on Republic of Ireland 
international Clinton Morrison, as the striker’s first touch was 
to tee up Moore-Taylor who squeezed a shot past the out¬ 
stretched glove of Justham to level the scores. 

The linesman’s flag saved the hosts deep into injury time 
when Arron Davies bundled the ball in at the back post but it 
just delayed the inevitable. 

With seconds left of the five added minutes a Ribeiro header 
hit the post and Wheeler slid in the rebound. 

Luton seem dead and buried with little hope of rising from 
this pit of despair.

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Boss knows who will be 
culled during overhaul

JOHN Still said Luton Town’s 
injury problems and recent 
run of defeats have helped 
him decide which players are 
not good enough to move the 
club forward in the future. 

The Hatters have used 31 dif¬ 
ferent players in League Two 
so far this season, with inju¬ 
ries having blighted their 
campaign, and hopes of auto¬ 
matic promotion have disap¬ 
peared after seven straight 
defeats - a run which was 
continued by a painful 3-2 
reverse against Exeter on 
Good Friday. 

Now, just achieving a play¬ 
off spot looks like a tall order 
with the Hatters currently 
three points adrift of the top 
seven with a trip to Tranmere 
Rovers tomorrow. 

Luton manager Still said his 
side’s issues have allowed him 
to assess every member of his 
playing staff. 

He looks set for wide-scale 
re-building in the summer, 


regardless of what league 
Luton find themselves in, and 
knows what changes he wants 
to make to help the Hatters 
push on. 

Still has previously described 
this season, the Hatters’ first 
back in the Football League in 
five years after promotion 
from the Conference as cham¬ 
pions, as ‘a learning curve’. 

“We knew this time would 
come having got promotion,” 
he said. 

“If you are mid-table and 
stay in mid-table, you don’t 
learn about some players as 
they don’t get enough games. 

“But we’ve probably learnt 
about everybody this year, so 
we knew this time would 
come where there would be 
players, with the greatest of 
respect, that aren’t quite going 
to be for this level.” 

Still feels it’s better to have a 
situation where players are 
getting exposed in League 
Two, rather than in League 
One if the Hatters had gained 
promotion after an injury free 
campaign. 

“This time was going to 
come, where we have to reas¬ 


sess the playing squad and 
that’s what we’ve done,” he said. 

“All the lads who were here 
last year have done an unbe¬ 
lievable job as they were part 
of helping get this club pro¬ 
moted. 

“They’ve all played a part in 
securing us in this division, 
but we have to try and push on 
from this division. 

“Would we all at the start of 
the season have wanted it to 
be this year? 

“One hundred per cent I 
would have done but I’m a 
realist and like when I first 
came in, no promises were 
made about getting promo¬ 
tion as you don’t know how it’s 
going to go, and what you’ve 
got to change. 

“We could have kept every¬ 
body fit and stayed where we 
were and gone up automatical¬ 
ly, and this would be happen¬ 
ing next year, but to a greater 
degree because the level would 
have been much higher. 

“So we would have been fac¬ 
ing this somewhere along the 
line but we’re facing it now.”
